) SHALL not here ,deſcribe the 
ſax UTERUus, nor the Parts ſubſervient 
0 Generation, becauſe the Reader 
may find a full Deſcription of theſe 
Subjects, with various Opinions an 
ſame, in my ſecond Volume of AnaTomicarl 
LxecTuRES; but ſhall only point out the Parts 
which are here repreſented, and give a ſhort Ac- 
count of this pregnant Woman, with Obſerva- 
tions on the ſame. 7 

This Woman died (ſome Time laſt Summer) 
ſuddenly; and, before ſhe. died, ſhe ſaid, ſhe 
thought herſelf about a Fortnight after her Rec- 
koning : So, then, we may conclude, ſhe muſt 
have been near her Time. | 

She was young, and had had Children before. 


The Cauſe of her Death was, as I have a great 


deal of Reaſon to believe, that the Aorta was ul- 
cerated juſt as it aroſe. from the Heart, on that 
Side which is near to the pulmonary Artery, and 
was lacerated. The Aorta appeared no ways di- 
lated ;. ſo that it could not be occaſioned by an 
Aneuriſm. In the Thorax, on the left Sicke, 1 
found a great Effuſion of Blood, which proceeded 
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from . * She was in ae 1 Health A 
little before ſhe died; and had no Complaints. 

This is the ſecond Woman I have had an Op- 
partunity of opening, in this State-of Pregnancy, 
and was determined to be as cautious as I could in 
injectin ing, the uterine Veſſels, to try whether the 

Blood eſſels did anaſtomoſe with thoſe of the 

Placenta; therefore I threw my Injection as fine 
and fluid as I poſſibly could, which ran extremely 
well, filling entirely all the Subſtance of the 
Uterus, and ran ſo far, as to make ſeveral Cir- 
cumvolutions, and terminate in the Subſtance of 
the Placenta: I verily believe, was it not for the 
Circumvolutions of the Ramifications of the Ar- 

teries, we might carry the Injection through all 

the Subſtance of the Placenta. Not that I think 


theſe Arteries communicate with the Arteries of 


the Placenta; but am of Opinion, that they are 
hat we call nutritious Veſſels, and perhaps the 
Arft coming from the Uterus which nouriſh the 


Placenta and Embryo. The Veins of the Uterus, 


commonly called Sinuſes, were in a Manner, by 
the Injection, diffuſed into the Subſtance of the 
Placenta, but did not run into the Veins of the 
Placenta; therefore it is in vain to think that we 
ſhall ever ſucceed in attempting to inject the pla- 
centine Veſſels by thoſe of the Uterus, or thoſe of 
the Uterus by the Placenta; for the followin 

Reaſon ; Firſt, when we inject the Placenta, an 

macerate it, we ſee the be minute Veſſels of the 
Veins accompany thoſe of the Arteries, and anaſ- 
tomoſe, in divers Places; when theſe Veſſels are en- 
tirely ſpread, the Extremities of all are only to 
be compared to the moſt minute Fibres of a Ve- 
g*table ; fo theſe Fibrillz of an Artery, being con- 
voluted i in ſuch a Manner, all their Orifices enter 
into the Subſtance of the Uterus, where-ever ak 
TRE of the Placenta adheres,

It is evident, that thoſe Parts of the Uterus to 
which the Placenta adheres are conſiderably thin- 
ner than the reſt, being deprived of a muſcular 
or elaſtic Membrane, which may be termed the 
Corious; and in this Place the Veins or Si- 
nuſes are in a greater Quantity than elſewhere: 
So it has been a common Error of Anato- 
miſts, to have deſcribed that Part of the Uterus 
as thicker than the reſt, which, to me, appears 
much thinner; and to have ſaid that the Uterus 
is as thick when pregnant, as when unimpreg- 
nated, this is alſo a vulgar Error, which has been 
occaſioned by conſidering the State of the Uterus 
when it has been turgid with the Blood, or when 
an Injection has been forced into it. For, in 
Fact, when we waſh out the Blood of a pregnant 
Uterus, preſs, and afterwards weigh it, we find 
a very little Difference from the Weight of an un- 
impregnated one. So, then, all the pretended 
Thickneſs of this Uterus, in a pregnant State, is 
no more than a Diſtenſion of the Uterus by the 
Gravity of the Fluid. 
So we find, that the Uterus, when pregnant. 
dilates gradually by the Gravity of the Fluid 
which enters the uterine Veins, which are a Coun- 
terpoiſe to that internal elaſtic Membrane which 
I take the Liberty to call Corious: For as ſoon 
as the Fœtus and the Secundines are expelled, the 
Uterus gradually contracts, and, conſequently, the 
Veins likewiſe; therefore they admit little or no 


more Fluid than is barely neceſſary for the Nutrition _ 


of the Uterus, and becomes a more ſolid aid thick 
Subſtance. For it is evident, that the pretended. 
Thickneſs, in a pregnant State is only owing to 


the Fluid, which, in Fact, cannot with-Propriety:

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1 I ſhould be aſked how the OI. are eva- 
cuated, as theſe Veſſels are contrafted ? and whe- 
ther they come from the Arteries, or the Sinuſes 
of the Uterus? I ſhall anſwer, that they come 
the Sinuſes of the Uterus, eſpecially from 
thoſe which are, as I ſu ca by the Laws of the.

ginals of theſe Tables were taken from this Wo- 
man by Mr. VAN RIEMSPQUDy k, and not done at 
Random, .or from Fancy, as ſome have been, 
which have with Impunity been obtruded upon the 
Publick for real Delineations after Nature. | 
It is well known, that the Subject, whence 
theſe TABLES are done, has been ſeen by ſe· 


veral eminent Perſons of the Profeſſion, while 


Mr. Van RIEMSsDV YR was painting them; 
who have acknowledged the Pictures to be the 
greateſt Maſterpieces 25 his Perſormances that 
have ever yet been produced, and perhaps ſuch 
as will hardly be civalied. As for my Part, 1 
may venture to ſay, that nothing of this Kind 
has, as yet, been publiſhed on this Subject in ſuch 
a State of Pregnancy, and diſpoſed in the Manner 
that theſe TaBLEs are, tho“ there are only ſix of 
them, which give a full Demonſtration of all the 
W_ and uſeful Parts in this State.

ſuwer, that not only the Difficulty and Length of 


Time requiſite to have executed theſe TABLES, by . 
able Perſons, nor the Expence, which would have 
been conſiderable, prevented my Determination to 
_ Engraving; but the Engraving itſelf, how well 
ſoever performed, would not have anſwered my 
Intention for Colouring ſo well as Mezzotinto; 
as this Method is ſofter; and capable of exhi- 
biting a nearer Imitation of Nature than Engrav- 
ing, as Artiſts themſelves acknowledge that Na- 
ture may admit of Light ànd Shades, well blended 
and ſoftened, but never did of a harſh Outline: 
So it muſt be confeſſed, that theſe Prints may 
want the Smartneſs which Engraving might have 
contributed; but the Softneſs which they poſſeſs, 
may approach nearer to the Imitation of Nature, 
when coloured, than any Engraving poſſibly could, 
merely thro* the unavoidable Delineation, of the 
Outline. _ | | Ihr

coloured after the original Pictures, of dif- 
ferent Degrees of Perfection, according to 
the Price allowed to the Colourer.
